Auto Makers Discontinue 
$250,000 Advertising 
With Wall Street 
Journal Firm 


New York, June 19 <¿P)—'The 
publisher and president of the 
Wall Street Journal says the Gen­ 
eral Motors Corp. apparently has 
canceled all advertising in the 
business daily as a result of a story 
in the Journal forecasting 1955 
automobile models. 
A General Motors statem ent,1 
without mentioning cancellation of 
advertising, stated objections to 
the story in the May 28 issue. 
I 
GM has been spending more than 
$250,000 a year in advertising with 
the newspaper. 
In the story were drawings of! 
the 1955 Chevrolet and Dodge j 
cars, presented as being “rendered 
from the manufacturers’ own blue­ 
prints.” The article also included 
a sketch of the hood and grill of 
the 1955 Ford “based upon infor­ 
mation and sketches from several, 
informed industry sources.” 
No Comment From Others 
No comment has been forthcom­ 
ing from the Ford or Chrysler 
companies. The Chevrolet is pro­ 
duced by General Motors, and the 
Dodge by Chrysler. 
The situation became known 
yesterday after Bernard Kilgore, 
president and publisher of the 
newspaper, issued a statement in 
reply to a query from Advertising 
Age. national weekly marketing 
newspaper. 
In a statement, Kilgore said: 
“It appears to be true that 
General Motors has withdrawn 
all advertising from the Wall 
Street 
Journal. 
These 
things 
happened .just after the Journal 
published a story on the plans of 
several automobile makers for 
1955 models.” 
In its statment last night, Gen­ 
eral Motors said it had no objec­ 
tion to the article “to the extent 
that this was a reporting of news 
derived from sources free to di­ 
vulge the information . . . even 
though such information, pub­ 
lished many months in advance of 
the introduction of new models, 
may interfere with and prejudice 
the sale of our current products.” 
Objection Is to Sketches 
The GM statement added: 
“We do, however, object to the 
publication of statements, and 
particularly sketches which have 
as their source confidential infor­ 
mation and material divulged in 
breach of the confidential rela­ 
tionship and in violation of our 
property rights.

Is Victim of Small Gun

Phenix City, Ala., June 19 CPi— 
Crime-fighting Albert L. Patter­ 
son, Alabama’s newly-nominated 
attorney general, was gunned to 
death in his car here last night 
just as he had predicted he might 
be. 
The 
59-year-old

nominee, who was to take office 
Jan. 17, was shot in the mouth 
by an assassin who, officers said, 
apparently rammed a small-cali- 
ber pistol between Patterson’s 
lips and fired twice. 
One steel jacketed cartridge 
was found wedged in an opening 
where two or three front teeth 
had been knocked out. 
An associate in the anti-vice 
crusading Russell (county) Bet­ 
terment Assn., blamed what he 
called “the crime syndicate” for 
the former state senator’s death. 
And vowed swift revenge. So did 
Patterson’s former army major 
son. John, who was a member of 
his father’s law firm, 
Shooting Anticipated 
Howard Pennington, president 
of the Betterment Assn., which 
has campaigned for years to clean 
up one once gay and gaudy Phe­ 
nix City, told reporters he had 
heard Patterson say only Tues­ 
day night that “they might try to 
get me.” 
“He said ‘There’s nothing you 
can do to help me.” Pennington 
recalled, “and the only thing he 
asked vvas that if they did get 
him, he didn’t want them to get 
by with it.

New York, June 19 (*P)—William 
Howell, 35. has been found guilty 
of second degree murder in a slay­ 
ing that sparked a statewide probe 
of harness track scandals. He faces 
a possible sentence of 20 years to 
life in prison. 
The former pari-mutuel clerk 
was convicted yesterday after a 
26-day trial by an all-male jury 
in Bronx County Court. 
Howell w > charged with first 
degree murder in the shooting of 
Thomas F. Lewis, AFL union boss 
at suburban Yonkers Raceway. He 
was accused of driving the car in 
which the gunman, E d w a r d 
(Snakes) Ryan, planned to make 
his getaway. 
Ryan, however, was killed by a 
policeman as he ran toward the 
car from the Bronx apartment 
house where Lewis was shot last 
Aug. 28. 
Investigation of the slaying re­ 
vealed payoffs to Raceway union 
representatives and led to a state 
probe of New York’s multi-million 
dollar harness race industry. 
The probe last March was cli­ 
maxed by public hearings which 
linked underworld characters and 
a number of politicians with hid­ 
den control of certain tracks and 
a share in their mushrooming post­ 
war profits. 
The scandals resulted in ap­ 
pointment of a powerful harness 
racing commissioner to police the 
industry. A state law was passed 
barring .office-holders from racing 
and any share in traek operations. 
In Howell’s trial the state con­ 
tended that Lewis' slaying re­ 
sulted from a struggle between 
union 
racketeers 
at 
Yonkers 
Raceway. 
Howell denied any knowledge of 
plans to murder Lewis. 
The jury returned its verdict 
after 10 hours deliberation. 
Howell’s wife, Margaret, shud­ 
dered and covered her eyes when 
the decision was announced. How­ 
ell himself showed no emotion ex­ 
cept to tighten his grip on a 
courtroom railing. 


Sentencing was set for July 9. 
Howell, who lives at 693-A 
Shaler Blvd., Ridgefield. N. J., 
surrendered to police 17 days 
after the slaying, ending a wide­ 
spread manhunt. 
At his trial he said he did not 
know’ a shooting was planned 
when Ryan asked him to wait 
outside Lewis’ apartment house 
on the day of the slaying. The 
first he knewr of any shooting, he 
said, was when Ryan exchanged 
shots with a policeman as he 
came toward the car. 
A highlight of the states case 
vvas testimony of ’James Sanders, 
a prisoner who said he discussed 
the killing with Howell while the 
two were in jail together. 
Sanders testified that Howell 
told him the murder had been 
planned in advance and had been 
discussed with Joey Fay, an AFL 
labor leader in jail at the time 
for extortion, but Fay had said 
it was none of his concern.

Lester C. Hunt Is

Removed to Hospital

The statement said Hunt suf­ 
fered a wound over the right tem­ 
ple from a .22 caliber rifle bullet. 
“The senator was alone in his 
office when his condition was dis­ 
covered,” the statement added. 
Hunt, 61, a former governor of 
Wyoming, was elected to the Sen-! 
ate in Novemljer 1948 for a term ! 
ending next Jan. 3. He announced i 
last Tuesday that he would not 
be a candidate for reelection this 
fall because of “health condi­ 
tions.” He had been undergoing 
treatment at the Naval Medical 
Center in nearby Bethesda, Md. 
In announcing his plans to re­ 
tire from politics, Hunt said be 
had no plans other than to return 
to his home at Lander, Wyo. 
Hunt is a native of Isabel, 111. 
He was graduated from St. Louis 
University College of Dentistry 
in 1917. 
He began practice of dentistry 
in Lander and shortly after 
served in the army in World W ar 
1 as a lieutenant. He now is a 
major in the reserve corps. 
Hunt entered politics in 1932. 
serving in the Wyoming House of 
Representatives. He was Wyo­ 
ming secretary of state from 1934 
to 1942, when he was elected 
governor.

New York, June 19 CP)—The 
stock market gave a defiant show 
of strength this week in a re­ 
covery drive that sent it to new 
peaks since 1929.

But the market did nothing of 
Wagner Signs Law

New York, June 19 
—Mayor 
Robert F. Wagner signed a five 
per cent city amusement tax law 
yesterday despite protests from 
the entertainment industry, espe­ 
cially from movie theatre spokes­ 
men.The new tax also was bitterly 
opposed by union leaders who 
claimed their members will lose 
jobs because the tax will shut 
down those movie houses that 
barely managed to get along be­ 
fore imposition of a new levy.

Tegucigalpa, Honduras, June 19 
(.P)—Two strategic Guatemalan 
seaports were reported in tho 
hands of invading anti-Communist 
“Liberation Army” forces today. 
Local informants ol the Libera­ 
tion Army identified the two fWirts 
as Puerto Barrios on the Carib­ 
bean and San Josehomthf Pvific. 
The army, under command of 
former Guatemalan Army Lt. Col. 
Carlos Castillo Armas, said two 
inland towns also may be in con­ 
trol of the invaders. 
These towns were identified as 
Zacapa, which lies near the Hon­ 
duras border between Puerto 
Barrios and Guatemala City, and 
the smaller town of Retalhuleu, 
in the southwest corner of the 
country near the Mexican border. 
No Setbacks Reported 
The informants said, however, 
that if the Guatemalan army has 
sent reinforcements into San Jose 
and Puerto Barrios the invaders 
may have been pushed back from 
I initial gains. But, they added, no 
| setbacks thus far have been re­ 
ported. 
(NBC Correspondent Mac Ban- 
nell reported in a Tegucigalpa 
broadcast heard in New York this 
morning that the invaders th» n 
held about a third of Guatemala. 
He said two planes had machine- 
gunned the presidential palace in 
¡the capital.) 
The invasion was the culmina­ 
tion of a long-standing effort to 
u n s e a t the Communist-backed 
government of President Jacobo 
Arbenz Guzman. 
Armas Reported There 
There are reports here that 
Castillo Armas has been in Guate­ 
mala since tho invasion began to 
lead his Liberation Army person­ 
ally. But his movements havo 
been kept secret and his head­ 
quarters twice has postponed 
without explanation a promised 
statement by the 40-year-old re­ 
sistance leader.

United States, council president.

Staking garden plants is far 
from a one-time job. It must go on 
all through the rest of the grow­ 
ing season to take care of those 
that from now on are getting ready 
for their flower display. Some will 
be perfectly safe with pencil-thick 
bamboo stakes, but others need 
heavier ones to hold them up. 
If the supports are placed soon 
after a prolonged soft rain they 
can in many cases be pushed into 
the ground deep enough to be­ 
come firmly anchored. 
Pushing 
them in just slightly is most de­ 
ceiving. While they may appear 
firmly settled, they will give little 
support when the earth is soaking 
wet. 
Green string or twine will be 
satisfactory, but still stronger and 
much easier to use is the paper- 
covered wire especially made for 
tying plants.

Make Mistakes 
Staking garden plants is far 
from a one-time job. It must go on 
all through the rest of the grow­ 
ing season to take care of those 
that from now on are getting ready 
for their flower display. Some will 
be perfectly safe with pencil-thick 
bamboo stakes, but others need 
heavier ones to hold them up. 
If the supports are placed soon 
after a prolonged soft rain they 
can in many cases be pushed into 
the ground deep enough to be­ 
come firmly anchored. Pushing 
them in just slightly is most de­ 
ceiving. While they may appear 
firmly settled, they will give little 
support when the earth is soaking 
wet. 
Green string or twine will be 
satisfactory, but still stronger and 
much easier to use is the paper- 
covered wire especially made for 
tying plants.

Today’s hand, taken from a re­ 
cent international match, will not 
fill you with admiration for either 
the bidding or the play. 
Both 
South and West made bad bids, 
but South had the last word be­ 
cause he also made a bad play. 
East wasn’t happy to bid one 
diamond on the first round, but 
he didn’t relish the idea of pass­ 
ing one club with a singleton 
club. 
It was a choice of evils, 
and his choice cannot be severely 
criticized. 
South’s jump bid of two spades 
showed 
a strong hand, quite 
properly. 
(Some experts use a 
jump overcall to show strength, 
while others use it to show a 
weak hand but a good suit. Both 
methods are quite playable.) 
West should have retired dis­ 
creetly from the auction after 
this show of strength by South. 
Instead, West put his head on the 
block 
by 
bidding 
three 
clubs. 
North appointed himself a com­ 
mittee of one to welcome West’s 
bid of three clubs. 
This he did 
by means of a prompt double. 
South should have passed the 
double, 
of 
course, 
and 
West 
would have been set two or three 
tricks at his contract of three 
clubs. 
But South went on to 
three spades, 
foolishly enough, 
and the hand was played there. 
West took the two top dia­ 
monds and shifted to the queen 
of clubs. 
South won the third 
trick with the ace of clubs, led 
a trump to dummy, and then 
completely disregarded the warn­ 
ing of the bidding by trying to 
cash the king of clubs. 
South should have known that 
West had a six-card club suit, 
since he had rebid that suit at 
the nine-trick level. 
Naturally enough, East ruffed 
the king of clubs, and South had 
to overruff. South could draw 
trumps, but eventually he had 
to lead away from his hearts in 
addition to three diamonds. 
The 
contract was therefore set one 
trick. 
If South had^realized the use­ 
lessness of trying to cash the king 
of clubs, he would have made his 
contract. 
On 
entering 
dummy 
with the king of spades, South 
should have led a heart from the 
dummy. 
The normal finesse of the jack 
(West’s bidding surely 
showed 
the ace of hearts, and the only 
chance is to play East for the 
queen) would give South a heart 
trick and his contract.

DEM INFORM 
Sen ator Jackson , who on television looks like 
the etern al collegian , youn g, fresh, buoyan t, had 
a won derful tim e w ith himself m akin g fun of 
David Schin e’s plan for psychological w arfare. I 
have seen dozen s such plan s, draw n up by so-called 
experts. 
S en ator Jackson is n ot so dum b as n ot to un ­ 
derstan d th a t the word, "D em in form ,” however 
crude it m ay be etymologically, has the virtue of 
con veyin g a specific idea, n amely, th a t as the Com­ 
m un ists 
have 
established 
an 
in form ation 
an d 
propagan da section called the Com in torm , so the 
so-called democracies should establish a sim ilar 
fightin g organ ization called Demin form. 
Jackson could n ot have failed to un derstan d 
that but the S en ators have all become accustom ed 
to usin g their short stay orw television to ham up 
their act to catch a laugh. My reaction to the 
Jackson foray is that the word, "D em in form .” is 
objection able*because there is n ot a dem ocracy on 
the face of the E arth, an d because the Un ited 
S tates is n ot a dem ocracy at all, but a represen ­ 
tative republic which som etimes suffers from a 
careless choice of represen tatives. If as Schin o 
w rote “fight fire with fire.” then the m aterial­ 
ism of M arxism can on ly be fought by the spiritual­ 
ity of religion . 
Schin e men tion ed that in his m em oran dum an d 
Jackson put on his in n ocen t look, which tells me 
that he is about to be mischievous, an d asked just 
w hether Schin e m ean s that the religious groups 
were to be in filtrated? 
I would n ot use the word, in filtrated, but the 
word, educated. The religious groups of the world 
are as shocked an d surprised by thf stupen dous 
success of the Marxist Church as Presiden t Eisen ­ 
hower was at his press con feren ce last T h u r sd a y . 
M an y ol the clergy have regarded Commun ism as 
a wild-eved somethin g or other, but they 
h a v e 
failed to recogn ize the em ergen ce of the M arxist 
Church which n ow con trols the lives of 8 00.000,000 
hum an bein gs. It is a m aterialistic, atheistic, prag ­ 
m atic church which is fightin g Judaism , C hristian ­ 
ity an d Islam, as it must, because they represen t 
the con cept of a mystical God who revealed the 
N atural Law to man . By this revelation , m an v\as 
given a moral system upon which he has based his 
en tire life. To the M arxist, such a system is un ­ 
scien tific an d therefore un true. 
I would recommen d to S en ator Jackson M arx's 
essays on Feuerbach which are part of the can on 
of the 
Marxist 
Church. 
Feuerbach 
(18 04-18 72) 
was a G erm an m aterialistic philosopher who pro­ 
foun dly in fluen ced Marx. M arx states his case as 
follows: 
“The great 
basic question of all philosophy, 
especially of modern philosophy, is that con cern in g 
the relation of thin kirg an d bein g. From the very 
early times when men . still completely ign oran t 
of the stru ctu re of their own bodies, un der the 
stim ulus of dream apparition s came to believe that 
their thin kin g an d sen sation w ere n ot activities of 
their bodies, but of a distin ct soul which in habits 
the body an d leaves it at death 
from this time, 
men have been driven to reflect about the relation 
between his soul an d the outside world. If in death 
it took leave of the body an d lived on . there was 
n o occasion to in ven t yet an other distin ct death 
for it. Thus arose the idea of its im m ortality which 
at that stage of developmen t appeared n ot at all 
as a con solation but as a fate again st which it was 
n o use fightin g, an d often en ough, as am on g the 
Greeks, as a positive m isfortun e. 
Not 
religious 
desire for con solation , but the quan dary arisin g 
from the common un iversal ign oran ce of w hat to 
do with this soul . . . afte r the death of the body 
— led in a gen eral w ay to the tedious n otion of 
person al im mortality. . . 
Karl M arx’s 11 theses on Feuerbach, in my 
judgm en t, lay the basis for the dogma of the 
M arxist Church. From this, it will be learn ed that 
for Marx the prin cipal attac k on our civilization 
must be on its religion s, especially Christian ity, 
Judaism an d Islam. 
Therefore 
Schin e’s 
suggestion 
of 
workin g

T here was a tim e w hen gastrectom y i removal 
of a part or the whole of the stomach» was con ­ 
sidered a m asterpiece of surgery an d the fact re­ 
main s that it still is a m ajor surgical procedure, 
although m an y physician s an d other person s speak 
of it lightly. It Is true th a t the death rate from this 
serious operation is com paratively low. that is. from 
2 per ce n t in some extrem ely good medical cen ters 
to as high as 15 per cen t in other pla ces. On the 
oth er han d, m an y physician s feel that this ra te is 
still too high an d operation should be con sidered 
very thoroughly before it is un dertaken . 
W e m ay divide all duoden al ulcers in to two 
classes, » a» those which are becomin g progressively 
worse, show n o sign s of return in g to n ormal or 
have complication s: these cases n early alw ays re­ 
quire surgery. 
tb) Those patien ts whose ulcer 
sym ptom s are slight or have on ly a few episodes 
of pain or whose pain is easily con trolled, w’ho do 
n ot lose time from work because of their ulcer, 
who do n ot have hem orrhages or perforation of 
the ulcer. These cases can n early always be treated 
by medicin e ra th e r than surgery. 
In gen eral, the followin g ulcer patien ts are 
likely to require operation : 
1. P atien ts who have perforated ulcer. 
2. Patien ts who have had an ulcer for more 
than five years w ith bouts of pain . 
3. Patien ts who have heatem esis (vomitin g of 
blood» . 
4. Those who have a “bleedin g ulcer” which 
shows a< blood in the stools. 
5. Whose ulcer is on the largest smooth in n er 
surface of the stom ach (gastric ulcer.» 
6. Those who have an obstruction of the pylorus 
(where the stom ach con ten ts en ter in to the duo­ 
den um on their w ay in to the small in testin e» last­ 
in g for over a week. 
W hat it the outlook for those of us who have 
had a gastrectom y, th a t is. removal of all or part 
of the stom ach to relieve ulcer? It has been foun d 
that if the patien ts are chosen w ith care, from 
groups such as these listed above, over 9 0 per cen t 
should have a n orm al healthy life. They must re­ 
m em ber th at they m ust he m oderate in all thin gs 
as should we all. Some ulcer patien ts feel that on ce 
the ulcer has been removed, they are free to eat or 
drin k an ythin g they choose but this is defin itely 
n ot the truth.

Candy would increase the flow of insulin. In 
other words, when hungry, reach for a small 
sandwich instead of a sweet. The accent is 
on the small—one cracker or bit of bread 
with meat or cheese.

Members of 
committees are ranked according 
to their years of service. The sen­ 
ior member automatically is desig­ 
nated for chairmanship unless he 
is chairm an of another standing 
committee. 
Ever since 1846, it has been 
Senate practice to make commit­ 
tee appointments by two Commit­ 
tees on Committees — one for 
each party — made up of party 
leaders. These submit their lists to 
the Senate for approval as a m at­ 
ter of form. 
In only one instance—the case 
of Senator Cummins, cited above 
— have the lists been questioned or 
overruled. But the power of the 
Senate to remove a chairman or 
change a membership is believed 
to be inherent. 
Prior to 1846 the Senate elected 
all 
committees 
and

chairmen by ballot. The members 
got their rank by the number of 
votes they received. This practice 
led to abuses in political trading 
for the choicer assignments. 
All congressional reform efforts 
to do away with the seniority

SHOULD YOU HAVE AN OPERATION? 
There was a time when gastrectomy (removal 
of a part or the whole of the stomach» was con­ 
sidered a masterpiece of surgery and the fact re­ 
mains that it still is a major surgical procedure, 
although many physicians and other persons speak 
of it lightly. It is true that the death rate from this 
serious operation is comparatively low, that is. from 
2 per cent in some extremely good medical centers 
to as high as 15 per cent in other places. On the 
other hand, many physicians feel that this rate is 
still too high and operation should be considered 
very thoroughly before it is undertaken. 
We may divide all duodenal ulcers into two 
classes, (a) those which are becoming progressively 
worse, show no signs of returning to normal or 
have complications: these cases nearly always re­ 
quire surgery. 
(b) Those patients whose ulcer 
symptoms are slight or have only a few episodes 
of pain or whose pain is easily controlled, who do 
not lose time from work because of their ulcer, 
who do not have hemorrhages or perforation of 
the ulcer. These cases can nearly always be treated 
by medicine rather than surgery. 
In general, the following ulcer patients are 
likely to require operation: 
1. Patients who have perforated ulcer. 
2. Patients who have had an ulcer for more 
than five years writh bouts of pain. 
3. Patients who have heatemesis (vomiting of 
blood). 
4. Those who have a “bleeding ulcer” which 
shows as blood in the stools. 
5. Whose ulcer is on the largest smooth inner 
surface of the stomach (gastric ulcer.) 
6. Those who have an obstruction of the pylorus 
(where the stomach contents enter into the duo­ 
denum on their way into the small intestine) last­ 
ing for over a week. 
W hat is the outlook for those of us who have 
had a gastrectomy, that is, removal of all or part 
of the stomach to relieve ulcer? It has been found 
that if the patients are chosen with care, from 
groups such as these listed above, over 90 per cent 
should have a normal healthy life. They must re­ 
member that they must be moderate in all things 
as should we all. Some ulcer patients feel that one* 
the ulcer has been removed, they are free to eat or 
drink anything they choose but this is definitely 
not the truth.

45 "anti­ 
labor” Senators were re-elected as against 24 
who were “pro-labor.” In the House the re­ 
sults were proportionately' the same. 
On these three important bills there were 
six-roll call votes in the two Houses. In only 
one of the six did a pro-labor vote seem to be 
more helpful when members came up for re­ 
elect ion. 
Of course, in any election, dozens of reasons influence voters 
other 
than positions taken on labor bills. F'or example, Com­ 
munism, corruption and Korea. One of the most significant facts 
is that in a number of cases, the “anti-labor“ candidate carried 
“labor” districts. — for example, Taft in Ohio. This is tough 
for labor leaders to explain.

If you were in Congress, do you think you would hive a 
better chance of being re-elected if you were rated “pro-labor” 
on your voting record? 
A study has just been completed on this point, going back 
eight years and covering the way the House and Senate voted on 
“anti-labor” 
bills, so-called, 
especially 
the 
Case bill in 1946. the Taft-H artley Act (“slave 
labor law ” ) in 1947, and the Wood Bill in 
1949. 
In the present Senate 78 members have a 
“pro-labor” or “anti-labor” record. 45 ’’anti- 
labor” Senators were re-elected as against 24 
who were “pro-labor.” In the House the re­ 
sults were proportionately the same. 
On these three important bills there were 
six-roll call votes in the two Houses. In only 
one of the six did a pro-labor vote seem to be 
more helpful when members came up for re- 
election. 
Of course, in any election, dozens of reasons influence voters 
other than positions taken on labor bills. E'or example, Com­ 
munism, corruption and Korea. One of the most significant facts 
is that in a number of cases, the “anti-labor” candidate carried 
“labor” districts. — for example, Taft in Ohio. This is tough 
for labor leaders to explain.
